WIVES TESTIFY 
AGAINST SPOUSES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP) 
The Department of Justice 
urged the Supreme Court yes- 
terday to rule that a wife may 
testify voluntarily against her 
husband in a federal court 
criminal prosecution. 

Kirby W. Patterson, a Jus- 
tice Department attorney, 
asked the high court to upset 
the old common law rule that 
one spouse can not testify 
against the other. 

Under state rules of evi- 
dence; 18 states permit one 
spouse to testify against the 
other. The others observe the 
common law rule. 

The question of a wife tes- 
tifying against her husband 
arose in an appeal by James 
Clifton Hawkins, who was con- 
victed in an Oklahoma feedral 
court of violating the Mann 
Act and sentenced to five 
years in prison. The Mann Act 
makes it a felony to transport 
a female from one state to an- 
other for the purpose of pros- 
titution. 

Hawkins was convicted of 
transporting a 17-year-old girl 
from Dogpatch, Okla., to Tul- 
sa, Okla., on a trip which in- 
volved a stop in Arkansas. 
Hawkins’s wife, Erma Lane 
Hawkins, was called as a prose- 
cution witness. She did not 
object to testifying, but de- 
fense attorneys protested 
against her being called. 


EX-G.I, SENTENCED 
IN ASSIGNING SELF 
TOJOBIN GERMANY 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Oct. 
15 (AP) — A former United 
States Army private was sen- 
tenced to five years imprison- 
ment yesterday on a charge of 
using fake orders to put him- 
self on duty in Germany as a 
master sergeant. 


A court-martial at headquar- 
ters of the Army’s Fifth Corp 
imposed the sentence on Lem- 
uel King, 37 years old, of Sea- 
side, Calif., after he pleaded 
guilty to six charges. 
Testimony showed that King 
was discharged in California 
last January as undesirable. 
He then prepared orders mak- 
ing himself a master sergeant, 
reported to Fort Dix, N.J., and 
prepared orders for duty in 
Germany. 

He was assigned to the Fifth 
Corps headquarters here and 
drew Army pay. He went ab- 
sent without leave in July. He 
was convicted of this charge 
along with charges of falsify- 
ing records and failing to obey 
orders to return to duty.

He is Cardinal 
Giacomo Lercaro, 66-year-old 
archbishop of Bologna, Italy. 

Cardinal Lercaro has advo- 
cated far-reaching social re- 
form as part of his vigorous 
fight against Communism in 
Italy. 

Nearly 40 of the total of 55 
cardinals are on hand to as- 
sist in preparations for the 
conclave which begins Satur- 
day, Oct. 25. The total who 
will be here could reach 53, 
provided none is too ill or 
infirm to attend.

Touching on this subject tn 
his address last night, Seaton 
said the United States econ- 
omy “is headed for unprece- 
dented heights .. . for many 
reasons which have nothing 
to do with politics.” 

“One big reason,” he said, 
“is that last spring the Admin- 
istration refused to panic, re- 
fused to deal with the reces- 
sion by adopting ill-considered, 
hastily-devised and badly- | 
timed measures, many of them | 
badly and cynically contrived | 
to attract votes in an elec- 
tion year. 

“And let me say that Con- | 
gressmen and Senators of both | 
parties, such as your own Tom 
Curtis, did the work of giants 
in their courageous, even if 
temporarily unpopular, resist- 
ance to such proposals of cal- 
lous expediency.” 

Claims G.O.P. Gains. 

Seaton, on a 20-state cam- 
paign trip on behalf of Repub- 
lican congressional candidates, 
told reporters there has been a 
strong “resurgence of Republi- 
can strength” throughout the 
country. The G.O.P. is going to 
elect in November “many more 
Representatives and Senators | 
than the opposition says we 
will,” he added. | 

He contended Republican | 
election prospects have im- | 
proved because of the Presi- | 
dent’s ability to “Keep the 
peace” in Lebanon and For- | 
mosa, and because of the eco- 
nomic upswing. 

“T’m ‘not one of those Repub- 
licans who says that Truman 
and Acheson deliberately got 
us into war in Korea, but the 
fact remains we got in,” he 
said. “Neither do I say the 
Democratic party is the ‘war 
party,’ but in my lifetime we 
have had eight Presidents—_

“The second major reason 
Republicans are going to do 
better than some people think 
it. Ihave gained the impression 
is that the recession is defi- 
nitely over, and the people 
know it.

able.” 

Seaton, former United States | 
Senator from Nebraska, out- 
lined improvements in the Na- | 
tional Park Service and in fed- | 
eral conservation programs in | 
recent years. He praised Curtis 
for aiding in shaping up con- 
servation legislation.

With 33 Senate seats at stake Nov. 4, Democratic can- 
didates were reported holding the edge in 23, including 10 


seats now occupied by Republicans. 


Races for four other Re- 


publican-held seats were said to be neck-and-neck. No Demo- 
cratic-held seat appeared in serious danger. 


With three weeks of ¢cam- 
paigning remaining, and some 
of the races quite close, these 
findings were reported as re- 
flecting the situation now, and 
not as final forecasts. 

Issues Helping Democfats. 

Sounding across the coun- 
try indicated that the Demo- 
crats were being helped by a 
series of “pocketbook issues” 
such as unemployment, con- 
tinuing unhappiness in some 
sections of the farm belt, and 
Republican advocacy of “right 
to work” laws. 

The “right to. work” laws 
would prohibit the union shop, 
which makes union member- 
ship a condition of employ- 
ment. Organized labor is ex- 
pected to work for a big turn- 


out of votes against candidates | 


favoring such legislation. 

Barring unexpected reversal, 
it appeared certain that the 
Democrats would gain sub- 
stantially in the mid-term elec- 
tion. Large gains would be a 
sharp blow to the prestige of 
the Eisenhower Administration 
in its final two years. 


When Congress adjourned in 
August, the Democrats: had a 
two vote margain of control 
in the Senate, 49 Democrats 
to 47 Republicans. There were 
34 seats up for election this 
year, involving 21 held by Re- 


crats. All are for six-year 
terms except in North Carolina 
and West Virginia, where two- 
year wWnexpired terms are at 
issue. Alaska, soon to be ad- 
mitted formally as the forty- 
ninth state, will choose its first 
two Senators Nov. 25. 

One Seat Already Decided. 

The Democrats gained one 
Senate seat early when Maine 
voters, in September, elected 
Gov. Edmund S. Muskie by a 
landslide margain over Senator 
Frederick G. Payne, Republi- 


n. 

If a national landslide were 
to develop, the Democrats 
might easily have as many as 
60 seats, or even more, in the 
next Senate. 


From the outset, Republican 
leaders have admitted they are 
in trouble this year because 
the 1958 senatorial elections 
involved the “class of 1952,” 
which includes some Republi- 
cans carried to close victories 
in Gen. Eisenhower's first 
campaign for the white House. 

Adding to Republican woe 
this year was the fact that six 
G.O.P. Senators chose not to 
seek re-election. The six were 
Irving M. Ives of New York, 
H. Alexander Smith of New 
Jersey, Edward Martin of 
Pennsylvania, William E. Jen- 
ner of Indiana, William F. 
Knowland of California, and 
Ralph E. Flanders of Vermont. 

Republican-held seats for 
which Democratic challengers 


were two in West Virginia and 
one each in New York, Con- 
necticut, Pennsylvania, Michi- 
gan, California, Indiana, Min- 
nesota and Arizona. 

Four Toss-up Contests. 

The four Republican seats 
listed as toss-ups are in New 
Jersey, Delawaré, Maryland 
and Wyoming. 

Republicans were reported 
ahead in Ohio, North Dakota, 
Nebraska, Utah and Nevada, 
where incumbents seek re-elec- 
tion, and in Vermont where 
Representative. Winston L. 
Prouty seeks the seat left va- 
cant by the retirement of Sena- 
tor Flanders. 

Democratic Senators faced 
little trouble Winning re-elec- 
tion, with the exceptions of 
Senator William Proxmire in 
Wisconsin and Senator John 
O. Pastore of Rhode Island. 
However, yesterday’s reports 
showed both Proxmire and 
Pastore leading their Republi- 
can challengers. 

The other Democratic in- 
cumbents were from Massa- 
chusetts, Missouri, New Mexi- 
co, Washington, Texas, Tennes- 
see, Montana, Virginia, North 
Carolina, Florida and Missis- 
sippi. 

Two Democratic Senators, 
John F. Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts and Stuart Symington 
gf Missouri, were looking for 
big majorities this year that 
might center national attention 
on their vote-winning abilities 
as potential Democratic presi- 
dential nominees two years 
hence.

The President Campaigns 


one of the least promising 
six years in the White House. His first New 
York trip in behalf of Candidates Nelson A. 
Rockefeller (Governor) and Kenneth B. Keat- 
ing (Senator) behind him, he is now ready to 
start a five-day campaign swing that will 
carry him all the way to California. 

That trip accomplished, the President will 
remain in Washington only briefly, taking to 
the stump again to speak in Pennsylvania 
Oct. 27. Then he will make a second visit to 
New York, whose governorship is a major 
Republican goal. But these are only the ac- 
ceptances that have been announced. The 
White House is being swamped with appeals 
from Republican nominees who want the 
President to come into their states. , 

There are two primary reasons for these 
calls for help from over the country. One is 
the record of the last three congressional 
elections. The other is the prospect for Nov. 
4, as reported by political correspondents who 
are now talking to voters in states that elect 
Governors and Senators. Here is the record 
since Mr. Eisenhower's first election: 


ELECTION REPUBLICAN 
YEAR HOUSE VOTE 
1952 50.8 per cent 
1954 46.7 per cent 
1956 46.2 per cent 


Thus while the President himself swept the 
country in 1952, the nominees of his party 
for the House polled a bare majority to give 
them a narrow edge in the 1953-54 Congress. 
In 1954, notwithstanding Mr. Eisenhower's 
election-eve whirlwind tour, the House per- 
centage fell so much that the Republicans lost 
Congress. Two years ago this percentage de- 
clined still further, notwithstanding the Pres- 
ident’s tremendous re-election on the very 
same day. 

Field correspondents of U.S. News & World 
Report, edited by David Lawrence, find the 
Democratic nominees generally in much bet- 
ter shape than the Republicans this year. 

For example, this report comes from Cali- 
fornia where the Republicans now hold the 
governorship and both senatorships and where 
the political fortunes of both Minority Leader 
Knowland and Vice President Nixon are 
involved: 

Some Republican leaders in California are 
frank enough to say that they feel as if they 
were under a roof that is about to fall. They 
dare not guess how much damage will be 
done to the Republican party. All around 
the state Republicans are trying to shore 
up their defenses and avert what they regard 
as a coming catastrophe. There are calls 
for President Eisenhower and Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon to help rally the faithful of past 
years. But the progress of disintegration 
seems to move steadily forward inside the 
party. 

This note of impending Republican disaster 
comes from other states. Here and there a 
Republican must have an even chance or per- 
haps an edge—for example, Congressional 
Quarterly reports the tide running in favor of 
Nelson Rockefeller in the New York contest 
for governor—but those cases are few and far 
between. The Republican press in Indiana 
Speaks of the “admitted lead” of the Demo- 
cratic nominee for Senator Jenner’s seat. “The 
best appraisals” reported by U.S. News from 
Wisconsin are that Democratic Senator Prox- 
mire will keep his seat and that his party has 
an even chance to win the governorship. Min- 
nesota’s Republican Senator Thye is “in 
peril”—and so the reports run. 

Many factors contribute to this situation 
and one of these is the President’s own dis- 
like for his position as party leader. He takes 
it up reluctantly and then only when he is 
pushed into it by the march of events. A 
natural-born politician such as the late Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt found party affairs a fascinat- 
ing game and worked at them the year 
around. In the light of the 1952, 1954 and 
1956 congressional voting, it will take more 
than a last-minute chain letter campaign to 
give the President Republican majorities in 
Congress for his two last years in office. 


The Gesture Comes High 


Whether it is conveyed by language or by 
sign, ‘the charge that someone “choked up” is 
an insulting one in baseball. What it seems 
to mean depends somewhat upon who inter- 
prets the term. Sometimes it conveys the 
idea of cowardice. Other times it signifies 
someone took the easy way out. Frequently 
it simply means someone couldn’t stand the 
pressure, blew up, went haywire. When words 
fail, cahnet~be heard above the tumult, or 
are likely to cost dollars, a disgruntled player 
can slap his hand to his throat, and practical- 
ly everyone who knows first base from second 
understands what it means. 

Ryne Duren, pitching for the Yankees in 
the last half of the tenth inning during the 
sixth Series game, resorted to this form of 
expression when Umpire Berry decreed “ball 
four” on Duren’s 3-2 pitch. Duren stormed 
and shouted, then he put his hand to his 
throat. In the circumstances, this proclaimed 
he regarded Berry as a “homer” who feared 
to call a close third strike on a Brave play- 
ing in Milwaukee. 

So Commissioner Ford Frick now has im- 
posed a $250 fine on Duren. Commissioner 
Frick apparently has taken to heart what 
Shakespeare wrote nearly 350 years ago about 
men who use substitutes for the spoken 
word; “ . . . there was speech in their dumb- 
ness, language in their very gesture.” 


From Gettysburg to Formosa 


Thirty-six Confederate and 55 Union count- 
ers, representing each unit in the famous bat- 
tle, are spread out on a mapboard of the 
bloody field of Gettysburg. On one side of 
the table sits the new commander of the 
Army of Northern Virginia and on the other 
sits the also new commander of the Army of 
the Potomac. The situation is as of 10 p.m. 
on the fateful June 30 of 1863. 

If the new generals are not professionals, 
they can make use of the 32-page illustrated 
instruction book that goes with this new 
game. According to the advertisement: “A 
chess-like, all-skill game . . . the only chance 
introduced into the conduct of play is that 
inherent in any military operation and your 
skill as a commander can overcome even 
these risks. Perhaps you do have a marshal’s 
baton in your knapstack.” Just as Napoleon 
was wont to express it!

Quite properly, this statement got head- 
lines all over the country similar to that in 
The New York Times, which said: “Dulles 
Favors Reduction of Garrison on Quemoy if 
Reds Accept Ceasefire.” A few days later, 
the Chinese Communists announced a one- 
week cease-fire, and this gesture was gener- 
ally thought to be a response to Mr. Dulles’s 
“change of policy.” Since then the cease-fire 
has been extended for two weeks. 


In view of this background, Mr. Dulles 
must have puzzled many people when he told 
his press conference on Tuesday that he has 
no plans whatever to urge a Nationalist troop 
withdrawal from Quemoy. The Nationalist 
government had just announced that it did 
not intend to reduce the garrison, and Mr. 
Dulles seemed to imply that despite his ear- 
lier statement it would not be asked to. 


In Formosa, however, Secretary McElroy 
is talking with the Nationalists and the object 
is supposed to be some form of troop with- 
drawal. Possibly one of those complicated 
maneuvers is going on in which Mr. Dulles 
Says one thing while our government does 
another. The essential point to remember is 
that the United States Government can com- 
pel Chiang Kai-shek to reduce or abandon 
the Quemoy garrison if it chooses to do so. 
In our opinion it certainly should do so. 


Nor will it be enough merely to order a 
token reduction of the force which leaves 
the basic situation unchanged. The period of 
the cease-fire should be used to work toward 
a settlement of the underlying dispute, so 
that the offshore islands cannot again become 
a threat to world peace. Unless Mr. Dulles 
moves in this direction, his widely advertised 
change of policy on Quemoy, announced when 
the guns were still firing, will prove to have 
been a temporary expedient only. 


Those Typical Electric Bills 


When we recently published on this page 
a comparison of typical electric bills in St. 
Louis and other cities, a good many readers 
quite properly checked the figures, taken 
from a Federal Power Commission study, 
against their own bills. Some consumers of 
500 kilowatt hours monthly found that they 
pay more than $8.16, which the FPC study 
cited as a “typical” charge in St. Louis. An 
explanation is called. for. 

According to Union Electric Co. officials, 
at the regular rates in force last Jan. 1 (the 
date of the FPC comparison) a consumer of 
900 kilowatt hours a month paid a net bill 
of $11.16. But if he used electricity for hot 
water heating, he was entitled to a $3 month- 
ly credit during eight months of the year, 
which would bring his bill to $8.16 in those 
months. The FPC statistics for 500 kwh. users 
were evidently intended to give a comparison 
which would reflect the lowest cost of hot 
water heating, hence they included the $8.16 
figure for St. Louis. 

For consumers who do not heat water with 
electricity, however, it is certainly misleading 
to say that a “typical” St. Louis bill for 500 
kwh. is $8.16. 


Now Prepaid Dental Care 


The prepaid dental care plan announced 
by the president of the Missouri State Dental 
Association, Dr. Charles B. Holt of Spring- 
field, should prove a useful service in much 
the same way as Blue Cross in the medical 
field. A good deal will depend, of course, 
on how thorough the coverage of Missouri 
Dental Service, Inc. is, and on its being 
placed within the financial reach of those 
who need it most. 

As for the prepayment principle, we should 
think its rightness—and its necessity—would 
be pretty well established by now in all minds 
except perhaps those unalterably prejudiced 
against it. It takes account of human nature 
instead of running to counter it, and that is 
why it works. 

While Americans as a whole receive prob- 
ably the best medical and dental attention in 
the world, too many of us still do not get ade- 
quate care, and for no better reason than 
lack of money. Public health is not merely 
a private matter, it is a public asset. We 
congratulate the dental profession of the state 
on taking steps to make it possible for more 
Missourians to have better dental care, which 
is what we trust Missouri Dental Service, Inc.

The Housing Challenge for America 


Pennsylvania Senator Says Government Retreats While Need for Housing Aid Increases 


Joseph S. Clark 
In the United States Senate 


Among the domestic problems 
most in need of our immediate and 
serious attention is our nationwide 
housing predicament, which grows 
more costly and more painful to 
remedy with every year of apathy 
and neglect. 

We must face the fact that our 
metropolitan areas, in which more 
than 90 per cent of our population 
will soon be living, are today in an 
acutely dangerous financial position. 

The exodus from

has resulted in a 
loss, for the cities, 
of taxable income. 
The urban trek of great numbers 
of large-sized, low-income families 
has, at the same time, resulted in the 
social as well as dollar costs of over- 
crowding, undermaintenance, and in- 
adequate city services.

echelons still look upon the entire 
urban renewal and housing program 
as a device for stabilizing the econ- 
omy—as a thermostat to be raised 
or lowered as economic and _ fiscal 
forces run their meteorological 
course. 


Burdens of Cities and States 


This point of view, if continued, 
will surely be recorded as one of the 
tragic blunders in domestic policy 
in modern times. 


We have heard some talk in 
months gone by that it would be 
well to turn back responsibility for 
the provision of needed housing and 
community facilities to the cities and 
states. A few unalterable facts in this 
connection might be pertinent. 

‘Consider, first, the total volume 
of needs for community facilities of 
all kinds. In 1954 the Department 
of Commerce estimated that our cit- 
ies and states would be required to 
spend during the decade ending in 
1964 approximately 200 billion dol- 
lars to bring municipal facilities and 
services up to the minimum accept- 
able level. This would include ex- 
penditures for roads, schools, sewer 
and water facilities, hospital plants, 
and so forth. Against the target of 
20 billion dollars a year for 10 years, 
city and state governments are now 
spending approximately 10 billion 
dollars annually. | 

But even with this inadequate rate 
of expenditure, cities and states 
have n forced to increase their 
bonded indebtedness threefold since 
1946—from about 15 billion dollars 
to about 50 billion dollars. In order 
to meet the Commerce Department’s 
estimate of community needs, they 
would have to treble their present 
level of bonded indebtedness in the 
decade to come. 


‘The Cancer oi Blight’ 
Second, consider the immensity of 


for at least 1,000,008 units of moder- 
ate price relocation housing over the 
next decade which will cost well over 
10 billion dollars. As a result, the 
most conservative and workmanlike 
estimates of our future housing 
needs by 1975 range toward 500 bil- 
a dollars—one half a trillion dol- 
ars. 

Which categories of housing are in 
shortest supply? The single greatest 
unserved market is that for inex- 
pensive middle income rental hous- 
ing. 


Slum Clearance Program 


The Title I, Section 220 slum 
clearance program fills the need for 
upper middle income rental accom- 
modations. But it does not fill the 
vast need for lower middle income 
housing ranging in price somewhere 
between public housing and the lux- 
ury rentals which the Title I pro- 
gram all too often produces. 

The annual cost of servicing a 90 
per cent mortgage is the main de- 
terminant of rent levels in a Title I 
project. And the financing charges 
for Title I redevelopment housing 
are designed to attract private capi- 
tal by paying the going private rate 
for long-term loans. These relatively 
high charges make it impossible to 
produce redevelopment housing in 
the garden apartment category for 
less than $25 to $30 per room per 
month, or high rise housing, even 
of minimum design standards, for 
much less than about $45 per room 
per month. 

The only way rent levels can be 
produced between public housing 
and upper income Title I redevelop- 
ment a by making re 
funds availa at lower annual fi- 
nancing charges. Private enterprise 
can and must build this housing on 
a mass scale, 


Direct Government Loans 


Private mortgage funds cannot, 
however, be expected to finance 
housing at middle income rent level, 
since the interest and amortization 
rates paid on such funds must be 
lower than the going free market 
rate. These funds can only comie 
from direct government or public- 
authority loans. 

There is ample precedent for such 
a direct loan program on federal, 
state and city levels. The federal 
college housing program, the direct 
state loan program in Connecticut, 
New York’s Mitchell-Lama legisla- 
tion, all point the way toward an ef- 
fective federal program of direct 
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built 
ble at 


loans to stimulate privatel 
housing which would be av 
middle income rent levels. 


The second most urgent need is 
for a considerably expanded feder- 
ally assisted publiec-housing program 
to build relocation housing, using 
vacant or nearly vacant land on the 
outskirts of our cities. To insure the 
basic political acceptability of the 
national highway and slum clearance 
programs, it is absolutely imperative 
that we provide adequate relocation 
housing. 


Since 1939 the federal tax take has 
increased about thirteen-fold, where- 
as the combined tax revenues of cit- 
ies and states have increased only 
three times. With Federal Govern- 
ment revenues rising four times as 
rapidly as the combined revenues of 
cities and states, it is clear that fed- 
eral authorities will have to make a 
substantial contri- 
bution to the enor- 
mous job of creat- 
ing the cities and 
suburbs of tomor- 
row.

‘g@ OST PROBABLY, Red China has extended the cease-fire 
for another two weeks in order to promote American 
negotiations with Chiang for a disengagement at Quemoy. 

The statement by the official Communist news agency does not 
say this. In fact, it calls for a direct talk between the two 
Chinese governnfents—the United States excluded and ignored 


as an interloper.

Retired Professor Was Fac- 
ulty Member Best Known 
to Students.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 15— 
Jesse E. Wrench, retired pro- 
fessor of history at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, died unexpect- 
ediy at his home last night, 
presumably of a heart attack. 
He was 76 years old. 

Prof. Wrench, on whom stu- 
dents years ago conferred an 
honorary title of “Doctor,” was 
a member of the university fac- 
ulty from 1911 until his retire- 
ment in 1953. 

But retirement did not end 
his activities. Sunday he was 
re-elected president for the 
twenty-fifth ‘year of the Mis- 
souri Archeological Society, 
which he helped found. And 
last night he attended a United 
Nations meeting. 

In his earlier days on the 


faculty, Prof. Wrench with his 


long flowing hair and full 
beard, was often seen riding a 
bicycle around the campus. He 
later acquired an automobile, 
and encased his flowing locks 
in a hair net, but continued to 
be the faculty member best 
known to most students. 
Before the days of counsel- 
ing, Prof. Wrench was the 
unofficial adviser to students. 
He fought their battles before 
disciplinary authorities. He 
topped the list of chaperons 
for student affairs. Yet he was 
disciplinarian himself, and 
was known to engage in fisti- 


affairs. . 

While teaching history was 
his profession, archaeology was 
more than a hobby. He en- 
gaged in most excavations of 
note in Missouri over a period 
of 25 years. In the early 1930s 
he reported finding a tobacco 
can at the bottom of a sup- 
posedly unexcavated Indian 
mound in the McBaine area of 
Boone county. ' 

Dr. Wrench is survived by 
his widow and daughter, who 
announced today plans _ to 
establish a scholarship at the 
university in his memory.

HAR OEE 
MODEL OF NEW 
MOBERLY PRISON 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 15 
{(AP)—Gov. James T. Blair got 
his first look yesterday at a 
scale model of Missouri's new 
$10,000,000 medium security 
prison near Moberly and found 
the plan a good one. 

“It looks all right to me,” 
he said after viewing the model 
in the office of James D. Car- 
ter, state corrections director. 

The next step will be for 
the State Board of Public 
Buildings to approve the de- 
sign. A meeting had been set 
for today but was postponed 
until later this week because 
all members could not be ptes- 
ent. 

Marcel Boulicault, principal 
architect for the new-type pris- 
on, estimated it would take 
about five months after the 
board approves the model to 
draw detailed plans and speci- 
fications and perhaps two 
months more to get bids. 

When construction finally 
gets under way six or seven 
months from now, he estimated 
it would take 18 months to 
two years to build the entire 
institution. 

Entry to Be ‘Privilege.’ 

Carter said the prison is 
brand new — “there’s nothing 
else like it in the country.” 

He and the Governor told 
newsmen the plan is to make it 
a privilege to go there. Con- 
victs will be screened carefully 
in the Corrections Department 
diagnostic center and the popu- 
lation at the Moberly institu- 
tion will be built up slowly with 
small batches of men. 

To start with, three housing 
units will be built with a capa- 
city of 320 men each. The men 
will have separate rooms and 
the emphasis will be on educa- 
tion, training and rehabilita- 
tion. 

A double 12-foot fence will 
surround the institution but 
the administration center and 
, staff residences will be outside 
the fence. So will a pre-release 
unit for men about to return 
to society. 

“We hope to teach them 
enough so someone will hire 
them when they come out,” 
Blair explained. 


New Parole Setup. 


He said the entire program 
will be tied in with an ex- 
panded probation and parole 
setup. 

The glass covered model 
shows plans for the entire 235- 
acre tract three miles south of 
Moberly, with United States 
Highway 63 and the Wabash | 
tracks along the east side and 
M-K-T tracks along the north- 
west side. 

It shows all 15 buildings plus 
eight duplex houses and the) 
warden’s residence. Most of, 
the constructhion will be rein- 
forced concrete. 

Carter said he hoped the en- 
tire campus-type layout can be 
built for $7,500,000 so the re- 
maining $2,500,000 appropriated 
by the Legislature can be used 
for equipment. A fourth hous- 
ing unit is shown on the mod- 
el, but it will not be built im- 
mediately. 

Some Changes Suggested. 

Carter said the model was 
shown to James V. Bennett, 
federal prison director, and his 
staff in Washington last week 
and they made some sugges- 
tions which will be incorpor- 
ated in the plans. 

Two of the special consult- 
ants from the New Orleans firm 
of Curtis and Davis were on 
hand today for the governor's 
inspection. They were Nathan- 
jel Curtis and Sidney Folz. 

Boulicault said the site near 
Moberly offered no difficulty 
in the planning because it is 
fairly level and there is no seri- 
ous drainage problem. 

Carter reported that the De- 
partment of Corrections has a 
verbal option to buy an adjoin- 
ing 300 acres if and when it 
is decided to expand farm op- 
erations at the institution.

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Working Wives 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15 (UPI). 

WHILE THEY’RE HELPING to bring home the bacon, 
what are the nation’s 13,200,000 working wives doing to 
their husbands—and themselves? Are the husbands be- 
coming less manly and the wives less womanly? 

Dr. Henry David, executive director of the National 
Manpower Council, says these questions are getting in- 
creasing attention from social scientists. 


At the present, he said, there is no clear-cut 
evidence that the hubby of a working wife damages 
his he-man ego by putting on an apron and helping 
with household chores. Or that his wife necessarily 
hurts her femininity. Rather than being offended 
by the pay-check the little woman brings home, the 
hubby of a working wife usually greets it with 
open palm, Dr. David indicated. 


This is so, he said, because the earnings of most 
working wives help the family to achieve a better standard 
of living. : 

The expert from the Graduate School of Business at 
Columbia University also said there isn’t any conclusive 
proof that working makes a woman manly or less wifely. 

“When a wife works,” he said, “the marriage needn't 
suffer if the man and wife master the art of meshing their 
careers without making a mess of homelife.” | 

Statistically there is no proof that working wives 
are contributing to marital upset. As a matter of fact, 
the contrary appears to be the case, according to Dr. David. 


He noted that a recent Manpower Council 
conference cleared the air about another charge 
frequently placed at the feet of working wives whe 
also are mothers. Katherine Brownell Octtinger, 
head of the United States Children’s Bureau, told 
conferees: 

“, ,. mo study has esetablished a casual re- 
lation between maternal employment and either 
juvenile delinquency or the maladjustment of chil- 
dren.” 


A working mother herself, Mrs. Ocettinger also hed 
this to say about the husbands of employed wives:

Moonshine Is Still Big Business With Syndicates Operating in Metropolitan Areas

Alcohol Tax officials are 
leery of setting any figures, 


possibly because they don't 
want to encourage any would- 
be But any con- 
scientious exploration of the 
Alcohol Tax Division files on 
criminal prosecutions will es- 
tablish that today’s rumrunners 
are doing a business that 
grosses at least $60,000,000 a 
year. In the process, they are 
gypping Uncle Sam out of 
about $35,000,000 annually in 
ta 


xes. 

It is true that the southern 
states are still the biggest law- 
enforcement problem, requir- 
ing more man hours of inves- 
tigation and prosecution than 
any other region in the coun- 
try. But the big syndicates are 
still operating in the metro- 
politan centers, notably in the 
New York-New Jersey-Penn- 
sylvania region. These outfits 
operate huge distilleries com- 
parable in many cases to legiti- 
mate establishments, and the 
profits and tax frauds are 
enormous. 

In the Midwest during the 
prewar era the racket was 
the personal property of 
remnants of the old Al Ca- 
pone gang, in co-operation 
with assorted home-grown 
mobsters in the neighboring 
states, Agents regularly 
cracked down on illegal alco- 
hol plants in Chicago, but 
they discovered that the mob 
was decentralizing—that is, 
they were setting up stills in 
the quiet countrysides of the 
area on the theory there was 
more chance of getting away 
with it in a bucolic location. 


One of the biggest of these 
country-lane operations was 
broken up by agents in the 
area around Kenosha, Wis., in 
a marathon project that lasted 
almost a year. 

Bossed by a gang of Wiscon- 
sin hoodlums, this criminal cor- 
poration operated nine distil- 
leries on various farms for 
52 profitable months — from 
1936 to 1941. Each distillery 
produced 12,000 gallons of 180- 
proof alcohol every month, or 
a total of 624,000 gallons dur- 
ing the 52 months of operation. 

Since the Federal tax at the 
time was $6 a gallon, the tax 
fraud was a whopping $3,500,- 
000. Meanwhile, peddling it at 
the price then of $14.50 per 
five - gallon the gang 
grossed $1,809,600. 


Top men in this gang were’ 


Frank Infusino and Willie 
Covelli, partners in a meat and 
grocery store in Kenosha, and 
Frank Cosentino, who was a 
hoodlum both publicly and pri- 
vately. 

Cosentino, who stayed in the 
background as a kind of treas- 
urer who doled out protection 
money to corrupt cops, got 
his on a July § afternoon 
in 1941, when he was shot twice 
in the head by a rival gang. 

Covelli, who incredibly beat 
the bootlegging rap, also was 
shot to death, either because 
his pals suspected there were 
private reasons for his acquit- 
tal or because they figured he 
had been too careless in his 
dealings with an alcohol tax 
undercover agent. 

That undercover agent was 
Thomas Bailey, now chief of 
Alcohol Tax’s enforcement 
branch in Washington, 
then working out of the Chi- 
cago office. | 

Federal agents already had 
seized a still on a farm in 
Franksville, Wis., when Bailey 
went undercover in the spring 
of 1940. Prowling about the 
countryside, and cocking an ear 
at listening posts in Chicago 
hangouts, investigators con- 
cluded the seized still was only 
one of a chain operating in 
the Kenosha area. 

Bailey’s entree into bootleg- 
ging society was supplied by 
one Louis Kaplan, a small-time 
operator who had been nabbed 
some time back and was will- 
ing to co-operate in return for 
honorable mention in court. 

One sunny morning ih May 
1940, Bailey and Kaplan 
dropped in on a bar run by 
Walter Schlager in Kenosha. 
Schlager was delighted to see 
Kaplan, and the two remi- 
nisced about old times while 
Bailey stood there smiling 
amiably. Finally Kaplan took 
Bailey's arm. 


“Walter, I want you to 
meet my new partner, Joe

Schlager pumped _ Bailey’s 
hand cordially, then turned 
business-like. “I'll see the law 
and get you a place and see 
you in a few days,” Schlager 
told them. But it wasn’t until 
June 6 that Schlager finally 
reported he had fixed things 
with the law enforcement and 
had found a farm, for the still. 

Then on July 9, 1940, Bailey 
shewed up alone at Schlager’s 
tavern and told him Kaplan 
was “in trouble,” and that they 
couldn't put up the still after 
all. 

“Kaplan’s the still man,” 
Bailey told Schlager. “I don’t 
know much about stills, so I 
think I'll go into the business 
of buying alcohol as it is much 
less trouble.” 


Schlager was eager. “You

go see Bill Covelli,and tell him 
I sent you and he'll sell you 
all you want,” he told Bailey. 

At Covelli’s home nearby, 
Bailey introduced himself as 
“Joe Sherman from Chicago” 
and said that Walter Schlager 
had sent him. Covelli was 
cautious. 

But when Bailey told him 
he had been paying $14.50 per 
five-gallon can for the stuff 
in Chicago, Covelli got inter- 
ested. It seems he had a 
friend in Milwaukee who might 
be able to fix Bailey up. They 
arranged to meet later in the 
week, through Schlager. 

Bailey showed up at Schlag- 
er’s place the following Friday, 
and Schlager gave him the 
pitch. He said Bailey wouldn't 
have to see Covelli, that he, 
Schlager, would handle the 
deal and that his share would 
be five cents a gallon. He told 
Bailey he could have 500 gal- 
lons, or more, the following

But Bailey wanted to deal 
with Covelli; he was convinced 
Bill was one of the key men. 
So the following Monday he 
showed up at Schlager’s with 
another undercover agent, Jo- 
seph Mastandrea, whom he in- 
troduced only as “Joe.” 

Bailey had a gripe—he com- 
plained that $14.50 a can was 
too much. They argued about 
the matter for a while, and 
then Bailey made his pitch. He 
suggested that Schlager get 
Covelli over so they could set- 
tle it with him. He was anx- 
ious, of course, that Mastandrea 
get a look at Covelli for pur- 
poses of identification in court. 

Covelli showed up shortly 
and was introduced to Mastan- 
drea. They exchanged hard- 
mouthed pleasantries in Ital- 
ian. When he got down to talk- 
ing price, however, Covelli was 
firm. “It’s $14.50 and no less,” 
he told Bailey. 

For a “drop,” or delivery 
place, Bailey and Schlager 
agreed on a farm three miles 
out of town owned by one Joe 
Lescauskis, alias Joe Laskie. 

The arrangement was that 
Bailey should drive his car 
into the barn on the premises, 
where some of Covelli’s men 
would help him load the alcohol. 


He ordered 25 five-gallon cans | 
for delivery the following night | 


and 50 cans for the night after 
that. 

Conferring with his col- 
leagues in Chicago, Bailey 
agreed that no arrest should 
be made the first night. The 
agents wanted to give Covelli 
and his pals a little rope, to 
see where it might lead them. 

So on the following night 
Bailey paid Schlager $362.50 
in advance, and-he and Mas- 
tandrea drove out to Joe 
Laskie’s farm and took deliv- 
ery of the 25 cans. Then they 
drove to Chicago and handed 
the evidence over to the Alco- 
hol Tax laboratory. 

The next night, Bailey and 
Mastandrea stayed away from 
Laskie’s farm. But two car- 
loads of other Alcohol agents 
swooped down on the barn 
while two members of the 
gang were unloading Bailey's 
order from a Ford sedan and 
stacking it in a closet pending 
Bailey's arrival. The pinch was 
put on one Emil Richio and 
one Harry Papavasiliu. 

Covelli, of course; as still 
at large and so was Frank In- 
fusino, still a shadowy figure 
in the gang’s operations. 

Bailey's life now was in dan- 
ger, but he went blithely on 
his undercover way..Ten days 
after the raid at Joe Laskie’s, 
he dropped in on Schlager at 
Schlager’s home for a chat.

trouble,” he told Bailey. 
“Covelli’s mad as hell. He 
Says you’re a damn Federal 
agent and that I'm a stool 
pigeon. I tried to talk to 
him, but he grabbed me by 
the throat and said he ought 
to kill me. He claims Kaplan 
introduced you around so 
the government would go 
easy on him in his case.” 


Bailey grinned easily and 
told Schlager not to worry. 
But as he left the Schlager 
home he realized he couldn't 
do any more business in Ke- 
nosha. He returned to straight 
detective work. 


A little less than a month 


ley to a farm on Sheridan road. 
just outside the city of Lake 
Geneva, Wis. With him were five 
other agents. Without showing 
themselves, they picked up evi- 
dencé that a sizable still was 
operating on the farm. 

The farm was placed under 
24-hour surveillance, and three 
days later agents grabbed one 
Arthur Richio as he was driv- 
ing away from the farm in a 
car loaded with 45 cans of alco- 
hol. He was the brother of the 
Emil Richio who had been 
picked up at Laskie’s farm. 

The agents decided the time 
had come to raid the farm, 
owned by Herman Yanke. At 
the time the still was raided 


later, this assignment took Bai- there were no conspirators on

hand, so the agents hung around 
to wait for somebody to show 
up. About an hour after the 
agents arrived, a sedan drove 
onto the farm. 

Agents seized the driver, 
Sam Gottlieb, and his compan- 
ion, Frank Cucunato. 

The agents figured Gottlieb 
had planned to move out a load 
of alcohol, so Agent John Hunt- 
ley took the wheel of the car 
and drove out toward the main 
highway with his lights out. 

Several hundred yards from 
the barn, Huntley noticed a 
car pulled up on the side of 
the road. As his car ap- 
proached, a man jumped out 
of the car and started to climb 
into the car Huntley was driy- 
ing. Recognizing Huntley, he 
took off again through some 
woods. Huntley gave chase and 
caught him, but in the tussle 
that followed the man got 
away. 

The car that had been pulled 
up on the side of the road had 
sped off during the chase, but 
the other agents saw that the 
driver was Frank. Infusino. 

Finally, in the fall of 1941, 
the roundup of the gang 
reached a climax when the 
agents nabbed Infusino and 
Covelli. On Oct. 22, 1941, In- 
fusino, Covelli and 21 others 
were indicted by a Federal 
grand jury at Milwaukee, and 
four months later—in Febru- 
ary 1942—this corporation of 
hoodlums went on trial. 

As the trial wore on, the evi- 
dence against the racketeers 
piled up. But late on Friday 
afternoon, Infusino’s counsel 
suddenly produced a registra- 
tion card from the Lorraine 
Hotel in Chicago which showed 
that Infusino had occupied 
Room 218 on the night of Aug. 
22, 1940—the night Federal 
agents had placed Infusino on 
the Yanke farm. 

Living in Milwaukee at the 
time was a renowned expert 
in questioned documents, John 
Tyrell, who had testified in the 
Lindbergh kidnaping trial. 

On Monday morning, Tyrell 
was the Government's first wit- 
ness. Yes, he had examined the 
hotel registration cards. 

“This card,” said Tyrell, 
waving it at the jury, “is a 
maverick.” 

Seventeen of the 23 defend- 
ants were found guilty, includ- 
ing Frank Infusino. Covelli was 
acquitted, apparently because 
some members of the jury held 
that he was the vigtim of en- 
trapment, 

Frank Infusino was sentenced 
to five years in prison as the 
leader of this elaborate syndi- 
cate. Several months later he 
was tried 
perjury in connection with the 
spurious registration card and 
got another three years. By 
that time, the mob had shot 
Covelli very dead.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15. 

~ LAST SATURDAY I took the Minister for Sotial Serv- 
ices of the Soviet Union, Mme. Muraveva, to visit Wiltwyck, 
which is an experimental school for delinquent younger 
boys in New York. Mme. Muraveva is presently a delegate 
from the Soviet Union serving on Committee 3 during this 
session of the General Assembly. 

There is nothing like Wiltwyck in the Soviet Union; 

~over there they meet their problems in different ways. And 
‘while I think perhaps their efforts at helping emoffonally 
aisturbed children and preventing such conditions may be 
more successful than ours, I firmly believe our children’s 
courts are more effective than their type of court situation 
as I understand it. 

Mme. Muraveva has a real interest in people, especial- 
ly in children, which is one of the reasons probably that so- 
cial services have progressed in the Soviet Union. 

Last Sunday evening I saw the first of a series of TV 
programs, called “Small World” and put on by Edward 
Murrow on CBS, arid I found it most interesting. 


Thomas E. Dewey, in Portland, Me.; Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal N in New Delhi, India; 
Aldous Huxley, in T Italy, and Mr. Murrow, 
in New York, carried on a spontaneous four-way 
conversation. 


To us in America probably the most interesting devel- 


ee eS was Mr. Dewey’s suggestion that | 


the Quemoy-Matsu issue should go before the International 
Court of Justice. Mr. Nehru made a very valid point in this 
connection, however, when he pointed out that the World 
Court is an organ of the United Nations and that it is im- 
possible to ask the Communist government of China, which 
is not a member of the U.N. and has not been granted rec- 
ognition there, to abide by a decision of the International 
Court. 


“Rither they (the Communist Chinese govern- 
ment) must have a place in the United Nations,” 
Mr. Nehru said, “or they should ignore the U.N. 
as they have been doing.” 


Mr. Nehru does not ignore the fact that to be a new 
member of the U.N. a nation must at least prove that it is 
striving to be a peace-loving nation. And Communist China 
has not as yet, so far as I know, withdrawn its troops from 
North Korea or North Viet Nam. At the same time, both the 
Communist Chinese, and evidently India, feel that the re- 
cent bombing of Quemoy and Matsu, in which many inno- 
cent people lost their lives, is a purely domestic issue, since 
Dr. V. K. Krishna Menon, India’s chief delegate to the JN., 
has said that all of China is one. 


The realties of the situation have to come to 
the surface now, and then there must be an ac- 
knowledgment of the fact that there has existed 
for a number of years a government-in-exile, and 
it may well be that the government of these 
islands where that government-in-exile has ruled 
would prefer some solution other than being in- 
eorporated in Communist China.
